THK MORMONS.—The decisive measures 


of President Uuchanun to mainlian thu au- 
thority of tli<! Fcdcra1 Government in Utah 
Territory, have proved how ins inccro were 
the professions of the Mormon leaders, that 
they were loyal to the Federal Government. 
Their game of deception having failed at 
Vashington, they now display their truo 
olors. and openly avow their treasonable 
Hirposes. Perhaps their violent threats 
uul denunciations are nothing more than 
iraggadocia, indulged.in with a hope that 
he Federal Government will yet shrink 
rom a vigorous policy i but if they imagine 
hat their bravado will have such an ell'ect, 
hey will soon learn their mistake. 


The Government has undertaken the 


luty of making its authority respected in 
he "Territory, and this duty it must perform 
vhatevcr be the cost. The danger threat- 
ened by the consolidation of the .Mormon 
mposture into a political power in the 
leart of the couptry, is quite, too serious a 
natter to be tolerated or trilled with any 
ouger. What the Mormon leaders fear is, 
hat tlie despotism which they have estab- 
ished in Utah may be broken up, and the
